Summer Comfort 
For Hens Aids High 
Egg Production 


Poultrymen who keep laying none 
comfortable in hot weather can ex- 
pect to profit by continuing egg pro- 
duction in summer when prices are 
higher than spring, say Michigan 
State College poultrymen. 

‘U. S. Department of Agr’] records 
show that for a 10-year period before 
and during the war, egg prices to 
farmers averaged more than five 
cents a dozen higher in August than 
in April. Average lay per hen in 1948 
was 18.1 eggs-in: April and only 13.7 
in August. © 

H. C.: Zindel, MSC extension poul- 
tryman, says that many flock owners 
make the mistake of cutting down on

tent. Protein in the summer diet is a

Poultry 
specialists emphasize various aids 
|for summer comfort. Laying houses 
that are closed in winter. should be 
convertible to open front in summer, 
and windows and ventilators should 
|be provided and kept adjusted to 
keep the houses as cool as possible. 

They also emphasize summer egg- 
laying value of a shaded yard—with 
or without pasture. Good green past- {3 
ure in a yard can save up to 15 per- 
cent of the feed. 

The shade may be from trees or as 
roofed shelters open.on ‘all sides. But, 
layers, Zindel says, should not be al- 
lowed to range far from the feed 
hoppers where they can eat—and 
then lay. Water should be cool and in 
ample supply.

PLANT LEGUMES ON WHEAT percent syrup and freeze at once ad- 


LAND MSC RECOMMENDS 
‘Farmers who are finding their 
wheat acreage much below the acres 


they intended to plant to. wheat this 


fall may find it an appropriate time 
seeding. Early 
August is the best time to plant to 
get a good stand of legumes in norm- 
al years. . 

Ground which was being prepared 
for wheat seeding this fall but which 
cannot now be planted because of al- 
lotment regulations, can easily be 
prepared for a good alfalfa seedbed. 
A good firm seedbed is required for 
an alfalfa-brome seeding. The soil 
should be tested for lime needs and 
that lime, if neded, be applied at 
once and worked in ahead of seeding 
time. 

The best recommended seeding 
practice is applying the fertilizer in 
one operation and the seeds in anoth- 
er. Fertilizer needs to go deep—at 
least three or four inches beneath the 
surface.. About 400 Ibs. of 0-20-20 
fertilizer for are average soils is re- 
commended for a legume seeding. 

In the seeding operations, 8 lbs. of 
zood adapted alfalfa seed and 4 lbs. 
of brome grass seed to the acre. is 
adequate. Mix the brome grass seed 
with about a half-bushel of oats to 
xet better coverage. All seeds can be 
planted on top of the ground if the 
seeder is follower by a cultipacker. 
{t is very necessary that the alfalfa 
go on the surface as the tiny seeds 
will not germinate if they get too 
deep into the soil. 

Early August stedings usually get 
well established © when early fall 
rains come and are not troubled with 
weed competition like spring seed- 
ings of legumes.

EXPLAINS USE OF NEW SOAP 
PRODUCTS 


Our grandmothers would have 
been confused with our references to 
using “soapless soaps’. Also known 
as detergents these new soaps may 
be equally ‘confusing to modern 
homemakers who wonder about their 
use, 

The fact that some of these soaps 
and detergents may or may not con- 
tain “builders’.’is helpful to know. A 
guide to selecting from these many 
new’ products is offered by Irma H. 
Gross, head of the department of 
home management and child develop- 
ment at. Michigan State College. 

A builder is an alkaline substance 
added to help soften the water, the 
home economist reports. Soaps are 
effective in soft water. Without 
builders they are labeled “pure soap” 
and with it they are labeled “‘soap’’. 

The pure soaps are good for fine 
fabrics and colors that may fade — 
especially cotton, linen and rayon. 
The soaps with the builder are often 
labeled for general laundry work. 


They are. effective for heavily soiled 


eottons that will not fade. 
Detergents are more effective in 
hard water than soap, Dr. Gross ex- 
plains. They are not labeled soap but 
the word “suds” is usually on the la- 
bel. Detergents without the builder 
are hard to identify from the label 
except that the product is recom- 
mended for delicate fabrics. They are 


good for wool and silk. 
Detergents with a builder are not 
labeled in any special way but are of- 


dry work. They are good to use -for 
heavily soiled cottons that will not 
fade and for dishwashing.

MICHIGAN MIRROR 


Are private home builders falling 
down on the job? 

Governor G. Mennen Williams 
thinks so: “If private industry, un- 
aided, could meet this problem (hom- 
es for law-income workers) I would 
be entirely in favor of letting private 
industry handle it. But the records 
show that private industry cannot 
handle the housing problem alone.” 

In advocating public housing 
whereby rents are subsidized by tax- 
payers, Williams points to the four 
years’ experience of Detroit, as re- 
ported by the Detroit Housing Com- 
mission. “The housing needs of the 
City of Detroit increased during the 
last four years by a total of more 
than 144,000 dwelling units. During 
the same period, the private building 
industry constructed a little more 
than 27,000 units, leaving more than 
117,000 Detroit families still with- 
out adequate homes.’ | 


H. E. Alles executive secretary of 
the Michigan Association of Home 
Builders, takes issue with the gover- 
nor’s blanket indictment. i 
» “According to the.U. S. Bureau of | 
Labor Statistics, 446,400 new homes 
were started under construction in 
the first six months of 1949. This is 
95.8 percent of the record rate of 
production set in 1948 when 1,038,- 
000 homes were completed. More 
than one-half of these homes were 
built to sell at $7,500 or less. : 
“The U. S. Federal Reserve Board 
is authority for information that 40. 
percent of these homes cost less than 


the number one problem. Senate Bill 
7.2, extending Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration guaranteed-loans, must 
be acted upon before Congress ad- 
journs.”’ 


Governor Williams contends that 
housing is a government responsibil- 
ity. 

“Everyone is aware to some degree 
of the acute housing problem which 
has afflicted us ever since the begin- 
ning of the second World War,” he 
said recently. 

“Many of us, regardless of our ec- 
onomic position in life, have faced 
housing problems. I, myself, had a 
difficult time finding a suitable home 
for my family in Lansing. With the 
exception of a very wealthy few, 
there isn’t any group of our citizens 
which hasn’t felt in some way the ef- 
fect of the lack of homes.” 

Governor Williams also feels that 
the “denial of homes to veterans is a 
particularly flagrant‘ contradiction of 
all that America stands for. The men |" 
and women who fought in World 
War II risked their lives for the de- 
fense of OUR homes. It is an ironic 
tragedy that as an indirect result of 
their victorious struggle, there are 
no homes for them. a 


Alles, who served as spokesman 
for Michigan home builders, main- 
tains that hundreds of homes are 
now available throughout Michigan | 
to war veterans at attractive terms. 

“Down payments are not required 
from World War II veterans who 
can obtain Veteran Administration 
approval,” ‘he said. “Monthly pay-|_ 
ment including interest and taxes on 
a two-bedroom house varies between 
$40 and $47. The VA requires inter- 
est of not more’ than 4 percent on 
such mortgages. This advantage to 
the veteran becomes a handicap be- 
bause of the difficulty in finding 
lenders, in view of the lack of cash 
payment, who will accept this lower- 
than-going rate. 

“Private builders have advocated 
that Congress should increase this in- 
terest rate to 4% percent, the pre- 
vailing rate by non-veteran . home 
owners. This would make veteran 
mortgages equally attractive and 
marketable.” 


One requirement in the new feder- 
al housing act, recently adopted by 
Congress, is that cities which obtain

Loses Trial 


_ The house approved a measure 
continuing the farm price-support 
program in its present form. The 
‘bill was slated to go to the senate. 
The house vote was 383-25, 


The retention of the 90: per cent 


of parity supports killed the Aiken 
law, passed by the Republican- 
controlled 80th congress and which 
‘was scheduled to go. into effect 
Jan. I. _ 

The administration gained a par- 
tial victory in eliminating the 
Aiken law but saw defeat in being 
‘denied a test run of the controver- 
sial Brannan agricultural plan. 

Under the Brannan plan, perish- 
able crops would be allowed to sell 
at what the market.. would pay; 
then the government would pay 
the farmers the difference between 
the support, level and: the average 
price the farmers got. 

The. Pace bill, which embodied 
provisions for a trial run on three 
farm products of the Brannan 
plan, lost out, 222-152.

‘Pact Okayed 

Russia received a warning that 
any further. aggression in Europe 
‘will be considered an attack upon 
the United States.

England’s Needs — 

Reports say the administration 
has investigated the possibilities 
of sharing atom-bomb secrets with 
Britain by executive agreement 
without action by congress. Some 


law-makers have. sought to tie the. 


President’s hands. .- : 
The idea has been discussed but 


no decision has been reached to} 


carry it through. It is considered 
a matter of the senate-house atom- 
ic committee, the state depart- 
ment, the armed services and the 
atomic energy commis:'on. A 
secret meeting at Blair House was 
thought to have been called by 
Truman to discuss the matter. 

The United Kingdom and Cana- 
da co-operated in atomic develop- 
ment during the war and are be- 
lieved to know all. about the war- 
time bomb. The atomic energy 
law of 1946 has forbidden further 
exchange of. information. 

Some sources say Great Britain 
can produce an atom. bomb of its 
own if it decides to concentrate on 
the problem. 

Britain may have threatened 
the United States with loss of 
uranium ore from British-owned 
Belgian Congo mines if the US. 
refuses to yield atomic secrets. 

Britishers have been resentful 
that their. observers were not al- 
lowed at the Eniwetok bomb test.

Israel-Syria Accord 

Syria and Israel have signed an 
armistice agreement that will keep 
their military forces behind their 


international frontiers and estab-. 


lished demilitarized zones in the 
contested areas. 

THE CEREMONY, taking place 
between the Israeli and Syréan 
fighting lines in north Galilee, will 
lead, it is hoped, to an early settle- 
ment of issues between Israel and 


the Arab states in the Lausanne,. 


Switzerland, talks of the UN Pales- 
tine conciliation commission. 

Israel has signed armistices with 
all the Arab countries that took 
part in the -Palestine conflict— 
Egypt, Lebanon, Iraq, Jordon and 
Syria. 

The agreement is another tribute 
to the skill of Dr. Ralph Bunche, 
UN mediator, and Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam E. Riley, US chief of staff. 
-IT HAS. been agreed that un- 
restricted civil life may be re- 
sumed in the demilitarized zones 
pending final peace negotiations 
when: an international boundary 
will be clearly defined. 

The agreement calls for the 
withdrawal of defensive forces to 
a line three and a half miles deep 
on either side of the armistice 
line.

Calm spread over the capital after

FORT GUARDIA DE HONOR, 
the seat of the revolt, was regained 
by loyal troops and civilian vol- 
unteers. All fighting ceased. 

Forty persons were reported 
killed, according to the police di- 
rector. No United States. citizens 
were among the casualties. 

Observers said the colonel was 
killed because he refused to lead 
an uprising against the govern- 
ment, and then his death was used 
as an excuse to attack the govern- 
ment. 

Among those fighting were many 
who belonged to. a political party 
backing Arana for president. All 
state ministers were loyal to the 
president. .

God and Country 

T looks as if some kinds of holi- 

days produce songs and others 
don’t. It appears to be a general 
rule: If the holiday is specially. 
patriotic or religious, then people 
sing; otherwise they don’t. God 
and country, in short, arouse emo- 
tion and enthusiasm which (for ex- 
ample) the memory even of a great 


of a tree, does not. This is generally 


true throughout the world. It was 
true in ancient Israel, for many of. 


the Psalms are holiday hymns, fes- 
tival songs. Some years ago a re- 
ligious denomination issued a new 
hymn book. One minister roundly 
denounced the book because it had 
introduced a few patriotic hymns. 
“My Country, ‘tis of Thee’ has no 
place in public worship, he said. 


If that man had been a clos- 
er student of the Psalms, he 
would not have made such a 
criticism. Most patrictic hymns 
are really prayers for one’s 
native land; Psalms 105 and 106 
are only two of a number of 
Psalms which are in the best 
sense of the word patriotic. 


If the reader will look through 
the Psalms for himself, noting all 
the references to God and to Israel, 


name of the poet’s country, he will 
be convinced that in those times 
as in these, love for God and love 
for country are singable.

Hallelujah 


UR word ‘Hallelujah’ is He- 
brew, and comes from the 
Psalms, It means ‘‘Praise ye the 
Lord!’’ Incidentally, it is a relig- 
ious word, and should not be used, 
as it so ‘often is, irreverently or 
| ently, Psalms 111-118 ‘in our 
Bible were sung as a group, and 
called the Hallel, or the Praise. 
The Hallel was sung regularly at 
the three great holiday festivals: 
Passover (near our Easter time), 
Pentecost (in early summer, ances- 
tor of our Whitsunday), and Taber- 
nacles (in the fall). 


When our Lord had his “Last . 
Supper” he and his friends 
would sing these very Psalms. 
The “hymn” they sang before 
they went out was very prob- 
ably the latter part of this 
group, 116-118, always sung at 
the end of the Passover meal. 


The note of praise in these 
Psalms is very strong. They are 
not in a minor key.
